Council turns 'golden legacy' 
into gaping £1.8m black hole 


THE joint leaders of Harlow 
Council are this week under pres¬ 
sure to resign after a £1.8m hole in 
Town Hall finances was revealed. 

Backbench councillors have turned up 
the heat on joint leaders Tony Durcan 
and Chris Millington, demanding to 
know what caused the crisis and why it 
was not averted. 

And the Labour group faces a major split, 
with former leader Kevin Brooks accusing 
the new regime of squandering the ‘golden 
legacy’ he left them and warning that col¬ 
leagues would vote with the opposition 
against any proposed cuts. 

At a stormy meeting, the leaders faced a 
tough grilling and were forced to deny accu¬ 
sations that the fiasco was kept under wraps 
until last month’s glowing Government per¬ 


formance assessment was published. 

In a further blow, the Labour/Liberal 
Democrat administration had to admit its 
budget working group - set up to monitor 
cash flow in the wake of similar financial 
problems in 2004 - has not met for a year. 

Furious councillors have branded the situ¬ 
ation a return to the “bad old days”, which 
culminated with £2m of cuts to leisure, com¬ 
munity and youth services in order to balance 
council books. 

Fears are now growing that more services 
could again face the axe as the long-term 
impact of the crisis hits next year. 

And sceptics have suggested the soon-to- 
be-demolished town pool - officially closed 
for health and safety reasons - was the first 
casualty.

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Student uncertainty 
is blamed on college

FURIOUS students at Harlow 
College fear their futures are 
being jeopardised over alleged 
failings in teaching and learn¬ 
ing resources. 

An entire class of second year 
media students are concerned they 
will not achieve their BTEC 
National Diplomas come 
September due to the disruption 
caused by mass staff redundancies 
and “overcrowded” classrooms. 

They claim staff have lost course- 
work, that they are not following the 
curriculum and have no idea where 
their classes will be held each day until 
they arrive at college in the morning. 

They also say they are re-doing work 
they have already completed and claim 
to have been set no practical assign¬ 
ments since the end of 2006. 

Those who originally planned to go 
straight to university say they have 
been given no guidance and now many 
fear they will have to postpone their 
move into higher education until the 
following year. 

Student Charlotte Smith (20) said 
the situation has got out of hand: “Our 
new teachers don't seem to have any 
idea of the level we’re supposed to be 
at. 

“We’ve even been told some of our 
coursework has been lost since 
September, and until a few days ago we 
were sharing overcrowded classes with 
first-years - the organisation on our 
course is a joke.” 

Classmate Ashli Long (18) claimed 
the group were not being treated like 
adults and said some computers are not 
even loaded with the software they 
need. 

And despite calls for crisis talks, Lea 
Pilch (18) said their complaints and 
requests for meetings with senior 
teaching staff - including Principal 
Colin Hindmarch - have fallen on deaf 
ears. 

The claims are only the latest con¬ 
troversy to hit the college, which has 
suffered a number of blows after more 
than 100 experienced lecturers were 
made redundant or left their posts in 
July.

Burglar sent to 
prison for two 
raids on depot 

A BURGLAR has been jailed after 
he twice tried to steal property from 
a Harlow Council depot. 

William Wilson (29), of Spring 
Hills, Harlow, pleaded guilty on 
Monday at Chelmsford Crown 
Court to two charges of burglary 
with intent to steal and going 
equipped for theft. He also admitted 
driving without a licence and 
insurance, failing to supply a 
specimen of blood and failing to 
surrender to custody. 

Shereen Dyer, prosecuting, said 
police were called to Harlow 
Council’s depot in Perry Road on 
January 23 after an alarm went off. 
Wilson was found at the rear of a 
yard and claimed he was looking 
for somewhere to “doss down”. 

The court heard he had made an 
unsuccessful attempt to steal 
property from the council premises 
the day before. 

He was initially granted bail but 
failed to attend the court on 
February 20. However, he was 
caught by police after he was 
stopped driving a car at speed in 
Harlow on August 14 and refused to 
supply a specimen of blood. 
Anthony Heaton-Armstrong, in 
mitigation, said Wilson drowns his 
problems in either drink or drugs 
and added the attempted burglaries 
were “not very sophisticated”. 

The court heard Wilson has 
previous convictions for burglary. 

He was jailed 16 months and 
banned from driving for a year. 

M-way acid drum

WITH Christmas just a 
few days away, people 
are being asked to give 
the gift of life by 
making an appointment 
to donate blood.

LABOUR SPLIT? 

THE financial turmoil looks 
to have sparked a leadership 
crisis within Labour, the 
biggest party of the 
coalition. 

Group leader Tony Durcan 
came under sustained attack 
from predecessor Kevin 
Brooks, who stood down in 
May 2006 and plans to 
emigrate next year. 
Conservatives were clearly 
surprised by the withering 
assault, particularly when 
Mr Brooks - who is not even 
a member of the committee 
- revealed he had been 
asked to attend by other 
concerned group members. 
He had originally been due 
to substitute for more loyal 
Labour colleague Sean 
Folan and vote with the 
opposition against raiding 
the council reserves. 
However, Mr Folan 
unexpectedly turned up and, 
despite remaining silent for 
the whole meeting, denied 
Mr Brooks a vote and saved 
the day for the 
administration. 

Tory leader Andrew Johnson 
noted: “If Kevin wants to 
submit his application to 
come across to the 
opposition, I’ll consider it, 
but I have to say it looks as 
if he’s already got a group of 
his own and there’s a serious 
split within Labour.” 

The meeting also saw signs 
of division between the two 
joint council leaders, with 
Lib Dem boss Chris 
Millington announcing he 
was “not happy” but felt he 
had to back the use of 
reserves as it was the only 
way out 

The Star understands several 
administration councillors 
are planning to rebel against 
the leadership when the 
decision has to be rubber- 
stamped at a full council 
meeting tonight (Thursday).

COUNCIL chiefs in Harlow stand 
accused of squandering a golden 
financial position following the rev¬ 
elation of a massive £1.8m black 
hole in the town’s finances. 

Three years after a round of swingeing 
cuts totalling £2m, fears are growing that 
more services could be axed as the 
authority acts to stem a new financial 
meltdown. 

The revelation comes just one month after 
the Audit Commission called the council the 
most improved in the country following an 
apparent turnaround of its woeful finances 
and mismanagement which had landed it a 
“poor” rating in 2004. 

Now the latest crisis has spurred claims that 
the real problems were deliberately sup¬ 
pressed until the inspection was completed. 

The council’s Labour/Liberal Democrat 
administration has been forced to take emer¬ 
gency action to plug the shortfall, agreeing to 
raid reserves to make up some of the deficit - 
a move it previously vowed never to take. 

It is feared popular services such as Pets 
Corner could face the axe as the knock-on 
effect of the raid on coffers shows itself next 
year. 

Leading the scathing attacks at Thursday’s 
policy and resources committee was the man 
credited with turning the crippled council 
around three years ago. 

Former Labour joint council leader Kevin 
Brooks turned on his own side, accusing suc¬ 
cessor Tony Durcan of tearing up his legacy. 

“This council and this town went through a 
lot of pain to achieve what we did,” he fumed.

“Even an O-level management student knows 
you monitor budgets monthly. This is manage¬ 
rial incompetence at a basic level.” 

Tory leader Andrew Johnson, addressing 
Mr Durcan and his Lib Dem counterpart Chris 
Millington, added: “We signed up to those 
huge cuts last time on the basis it was a one- 
off, on the basis we would go through the pain 
and come out better the other end. 

“But now we’re back to the bad old days - 
how could you possibly have allowed that to 
happen?” 


Independent councillor John Paul Goddard 
also joined the attack, calling on the pair to 
resign. 

“The reason members from all sides came 
together to agree on that enormous budget cut 
in this town - a budget cut which effectively 
raped my ward of every service in it - was 
exactly to avoid what’s happening tonight,” he 
said. 

“If councillor Brooks did leave this town a 
golden financial legacy, then surely it’s turn¬ 
ing to copper now.” 


A CATALOGUE of reasons 
have been given for the crisis, 
but there is debate over the 
extent to which officers could 
have controlled the situation. 
Councillors heard 72 per cent 
of the increased costs or 
shortfalls are outside their 
control, such as an unexpected 
reduction in a Government 
business growth grant scheme 
and the spiralling cost of 
concessionary travel for OAPs. 
However, with hundreds of 
thousands of pounds for

increased staffing costs in Town 
Hall departments, some felt 
action could have been taken 
and there was fury that the 
trends were not spotted sooner. 
Kevin Brooks said: “When I 
was joint leader, one of our 
greatest achievements was 
establishing the budget and 
performance working group. 
Because it met monthly, there 


was time to take corrective 
measures ... but it’s not met for 
12 months and there’s never 
been a vote on that. A group 
like that, which is doing good 
work and has cross-party 
support, doesn’t just stop 
meeting by accident.” 

There were also accusations 
that the situation may have 
been suppressed so as not to 
jeopardise the council’s recent 
‘good’ comprehensive 
performance assessment rating 
- a claim denied by the leaders. 


THE policy and resources 
committee approved - by 
three votes to two - a rescue 
package which includes 
efficiency savings and 
deferring some projects until 
the next financial year. 

But the lion’s share of the 
black hole will be plugged 
from reserves. 

By agreeing to this, the 
council has broken its own 
rules. 

Its medium-term financial 
strategy, a document signed by 
all parties and valid until 
2012, explicitly states: “A 
policy of not using revenue 
reserves to support the budget 
has been formally adopted.” 
Tony Durcan and finance 
officer Sunil Modaley claimed 
the move is acceptable 
because the strategy was 
supposed to be “flexible”. 

But Conservative leader 
Andrew Johnson retorted: 
“That’s not how the rest of us 
see it - it’s supposed to be a 
firm statement of policy.” 
Meanwhile, Kevin Brooks 
warned: “If we breach it, it’s a 
very serious matter and will 
cast serious questions on our 
credibility.” 


MORE CUTS? 

A REPEAT of the painful 
£2m cuts of 2005 looks likely. 
By using reserves, there will 
be no immediate loss of 
frontline services - but when 
it comes to next year’s budget, 
facilities which avoided the 
chop last time - such as Pets 
Corner and The Leah 
Manning Centre - could go. 
The situation has raised 
suspicions about the hurried 
disposal of Harlow Pool on 
‘health and safety’ grounds, an 
accusation voiced at the 
meeting. 

But the administration could 
get an even rougher ride than 
before. The 2005 cuts had 
cross-party backing but Kevin 
Brooks warned that many 
Labour councillors would 
team up with the opposition to 
defeat future cuts. 

“My group certainly won’t be 
voting to cut frontline services 
- no way,” he insisted. “To 
expect the public to pay the 
price because people in charge 
of the Civic Centre haven’t 
been doing their job properly 
is not on.”

“I was its secretary and also 
represented Harlow Theatre Guild, 
forerunner of the Harlow Arts 
Council,” said Mr Hopkins, a 
former local journalist. 

“Of the other six founder members who 
met in my flat in The Hides, Margaret 
Jones (now Hopkins) of the Harlow 
Development Corporation and Gordon 
Hewlett, guild treasurer and a later 
manager of the theatre, are still around 
and Don Anderson, from Harlow Urban 
District Council, came back for the 
town’s 60th anniversary celebrations 
earlier this year. 

“The others were Potter Street 
headmaster and guild chairman Bob 
Jones, corporation liaison officer Len 
White and county drama adviser Jack 
Mitchley.” 


Mr Hopkins said that although the 
Playhouse only opened in 1971, the 
concept is as old as the town itself. 
“Frederick Gibberd’s masterplan of 
1947 showed a group of civic buildings 


including a town hall, art gallery and 
theatre facing Second Avenue. Only part 
of the town hall got built as planned and 
the theatre was moved to its present site 
to make way for the college. 


“Ten years after the masterplan was 
published the working party tackled the 
question of whether Harlow really 
needed a theatre and, if so, whether it 
should be amateur or professional, 
proscenium or in-the-round or flexible 
and how it could be paid for. 

“It took another 10 years, during which 
the working party was succeeded by a 
Harlow Theatre Action Group to 
campaign for a theatre of any kind, to 
get from debate to the designing stage.” 
Mr Hopkins, now living in Epping, also 
recalls later controversy over the 
construction of council architect Terry 
Hinchcliffe’s design. 

“A public inquiry was held in 1967 over 
the narrow issue of whether the council 
could borrow £172,000 towards the 
£360,000 cost. There were 105 
objections but the government could 
hardly say no as arts minister Jennie Lee 
had already put £47,500 into the kitty! 
“The full story is told in The Long and 
the Short and the Tall , Harlow Arts 
Council’s history of the arts in the town 
from 1947 which I edited. It covers the 
opening of The Playhouse in 1971 and 
carries the story on to autumn 1982, 
ending with the words “Curtain on Act 
One”. 

“Now a further 25 years have passed in 
which The Playhouse has had a stormy 
life. Perhaps it is time for Act Two to be 
written.”

A TEENAGE boy was 
attacked by three women who 
tried to rob him as he walked 
alone in Harlow. 

The 17-year-old was walking 
in Howard Way when he was 
accosted by the trio who 
demanded he hand over his 
mobile phone. 

When he refused, one of the 
women grabbed him by the 
shoulders while another 
searched through his pockets. 
Nothing was taken and the 
three ran away. 

Details of the incident, which 
happened just before 6pm last 
Monday, have only just been 
disclosed as police are now 
appealing for witnesses to the 
attack to come forward.

A MULTI-million pound 
funding boost will be inject¬ 
ed into Harlow and its sur¬ 
rounding area to improve 
services and tidy up 
deprived estates. 

From a £ 17.5m windfall of 
Government cash, £7.3m will 
flow into this area in 2008-09 - 
with a further £ 10.2m to be spent 
during the following two years. 

The money, allocated to what has 
been designated the London- 
Stansted-Harlow Partnership area, 
follows joint bids by Harlow 
Council, neighbouring local authori¬ 
ties and other bodies. 

In Harlow, there are broad plans 
to put the money towards upgrading 
water and electricity services, pro¬ 
viding new affordable housing 
schemes and refurbishment of the 
worst housing estates. 

The announcement of the cash 
has pleased local politicians who 
have fought for it for some time. 

Joint Harlow Council leader Tony 
Durcan (Labour) said: “Harlow has 
been earmarked for significant 
regeneration and growth, particular¬ 
ly for housing, but nothing can be 
delivered without the right infra¬ 
structure such as energy supply, 
transport links and good quality 
design and build.

from other regional centres for visi¬ 
tors, shoppers, new business start¬ 
ups and people looking to buy 
homes, so Harlow needs a great 
offer. 

“The money will also enable us to 
improve our existing areas that suf¬ 
fer the problems of deprivation.” 

Confirmation of the funding fol¬ 
lows a £10m Government grant last 
year towards the regeneration of 
shopping areas in Potter Street, 
Clifton Hatch, Staple Tye and Old 
Harlow.

T HE Gibberd Masterplan, 
the original blueprint for 
Harlow New Town, is 
generally thought of in the 
context of the 1940s and ’50s. 

It was, after all, more than 60 years 
ago that work began on Sir Frederick 
Gibberd’s ambitious project to create 
a new and modern post-war 
community. 

But it was actually only 25 years ago this 
month that the final piece of the jigsaw 
was put in place with the official opening 
of the Harvey Centre. 

Although construction of the precinct - 
seen at the time as an American-style 
shopping facility - began in February 
1979 and the first retailer opened its doors 
in October 1981, it was not until 
December 8, 1982 that the Harvey 
Centre’s official opening ceremony was 
held. 

By that time 90 per cent of the units were 
occupied, Marks & Spencer and 
Littlewoods had expanded their Broad 
Walk shops into the centre and the 
flagship largest unit, originally intended 
for the Co-op but left empty after a 
change of heart from bosses, had been let 
to British Home Stores instead. Up to 
70,000 shoppers were piling through the 
doors each week and 1,500 were employed 
to work there. 

The commemorative plaque was unveiled 
by Ben Hyde Harvey, the 74-year-old 
former development corporation general 
manager after whom the centre was 
named, and Sir Neil Shields, chairman of 
the New Towns Commission. 

“It was a very great honour they paid in 
naming the centre after me,” Mr Harvey 
told the Star at the time. “The Harvey 
Centre is developing splendidly and is 
giving Harlow residents and people from

the time a revised cost estimate was 
produced a few months later it had 
spiralled to a point where a major 
rethink was required. 

The idea of first-floor shopping was 
ditched in favour of ground floor 
units with servicing from above. 

Out went the superimposed 
structures like the office block and 
the size of the public floor area was 
reduced. 

During 1975 the cost-cutting 
revisions were accepted by the 
corporation and Harlow Council - 
but they unleashed a barrage of 
criticism from existing shopkeepers 
and, most vociferously, from those 
connected with The Playhouse who 
felt the theatre would be cut off 
from the town. 

Sir Frederick tried to resolve these 
access problems by proposing a 
new service road skirting St Paul’s 
Church but this only upset local 
clergy furious at the prospect of 
noisy trucks disturbing Sunday 
services. 

When the corporation sought the 
closure of Cross Street, a road 
running from Broad Walk to 
Playhouse Square on the site of the 
proposed Harvey Centre, it was to 
prove the project’s Achilles’ heel. 
The Playhouse Supporters Club 
distributed leaflets designed to 
drum up public opposition. The 
bills, made up to look like adverts 
for a forthcoming production and 
handed out at every show, read: “At 
enormous expense! By public 
demand? Coming shortly: The Dead 
Centre Of Harlow. Produced by the 
Harlow Development Corporation 
from designs by Sir Frederick 
Gibberd.” 

Combined with the church’s 
continuing objections, the protests 
forced a public inquiry into the road 
closure which was held in August 
1977. It ruled against the 
corporation. 

Sir Frederick, however, refused to 
be beaten. He entered into 
negotiations with the Theatre Trust, 


the Playhouse Supporters Club and 
the Chelmsford Diocesan Board. 

His diplomacy paid off and, after 
compromises were struck, all 
eventually withdrew their 
objections. 

The inquiry was re-opened, 
approval for the road closure was 
granted in May 1978 and the rest is 
history. 

B ut what would he and 

Harvey, were they still alive, 
think of today’s Harvey 
Centre? The likes of M&S and BHS 
are still there, while Littlewoods has 
made way for its modern-day 
successor Primark. But what of the 
small independent shops that were 
such an important part of the 
original Harvey Centre, alongside 
the big players? 

Eric and Dorothy Eversden, of 
watchmakers E.C. Eversden & Son, 
were one of the first traders in the 
centre and are one of only a small 
handful of independents left today. 
Mrs Eversden told the Star : “Back 
in the 1980s there was a good mix. 
You had the big stores but there 
were lots of small, friendly, 
independent shops too. There was a 
baker, greengrocer, butcher, 
delicatessen. They’re all gone now. 
“The sad thing is that most 
independent shopkeepers can’t 
afford the rent and rates these days.” 
Current Harvey Centre manager 
Bryan Young feels the future is 
bright. “We have been celebrating 
our 25th anniversary all this year 
and it has given us an opportunity 
to look forward as well as back,” he 
said. 

“It’s been a very positive year. 
Footfall is good and we have filled 
many of our empty shops. Although 
2008 will probably be a challenging 
year in retail, I’m sure it will be a 
successful one at the Harvey 
Centre.” 


outside of the town what they wanted. 

“I am sure they appreciate shopping in 
such comfort and the traders themselves 
are to be congratulated on the show they 
provide.” 

Among the 150 invited guests at the 
ceremony, described in the Star as “a 
landmark in Harlow’s history”, was an 


elderly Sir Frederick. He had designed the 
Harvey Centre and its official opening 
marked the completion of the fourth and 
final stage of his original development 
plan for the town. 

As he stood beneath the stunning 
Christmas decorations, said to have taken 
a team of men all night to install, he 

would no doubt have felt a sense of 
satisfaction. But a concerted effort 
by campaigners bitterly opposed to 
the centre meant it was nearly never 
built. 


A lthough envisaged as early 
as 1952 when surveys 
suggested the town centre’s 
existing land would be insufficient 
to meet demand for shopping space, 
it was some years before initial 
designs to develop the area were 
drawn up. 

Retailers had objected to the 
principle of shops at first-floor level 
but Sir Frederick and his design 
team saw this as the only option 
because of access difficulties for 
delivery vehicles. In 1972 they 
pressed ahead. 

Their other vision was that of a 
totally enclosed, air-conditioned 
shopping centre of the sort which 
were already popping up in 
America. A general manager for the 
scheme, Andrew Bardsley, was 
appointed and some radical 
proposals quickly appeared. 

As Sir Frederick himself explains in 
his 1980 book Harlow: The Story 
Of A New Town: “I had always 
found the huge, flat expanse of 
ceilings oppressive in enclosed 
centres I had visited abroad so I 
designed our mall as a lofty space 
with a tent-like ceiling based on the 
design of my own living room. 
“Down the centre of the mall, out of 
the way of shoppers, there was to be 
an exhibition space, rest area and 
sculpture garden with, at one end, a 
vertical fountain feature. A large 
office block was placed on the roof, 
along with a billiard hall and two 
small cinemas. A hotel was 
envisaged as projecting from the 
southern frontage opposite The 
Playhouse.” 

The plans were approved in 1974, 
and a large model was exhibited at 
that year’s Town Show. But in a

AN investigation is under way 
after a boy was left badly 
bruised after being restrained 
at a special needs school. 

The parents of Thomas Bennett 
(10) now want practices at Harlow 
Fields School reviewed amid alle¬ 
gations that pupils are being badly 
treated. 

They say autistic Thomas, who also 
suffers other behavioural and emotion¬ 
al difficulties, was left “black and blue” 
after staff intervened to calm him down 
following an incident. 

An initial investigation by an inde¬ 
pendent panel ruled that the teachers 
involved had used reasonable force. 

But Yvette and Jeff Bennett have 
ordered a new Social Services probe 
because they believe the bruises 
Thomas was left with on his leg indi¬ 
cate excessive force. 

“Nobody wants to answer to it. It 
feels like they are sweeping it under the 
carpet,” complained Mr Bennett (44). 
“If he had gone into PE like that, they 
would have been back on us like a 
tonne of bricks. We just feel let down 
by Social Services.” 

Thomas has attended the Tendring 
Road school for 16 months after he was 
taken out of mainstream education. 

His time there had been trouble-free 
until staff had to restrain him on 


On Friday, County Hall published 
a decision in principal agreeing to 
the move - although it will only 
go ahead subject to the agreement 
of Passmores governors and an 
adequate funding package.

September 25 after he ran out of a 
classroom. 

Police, county council education and 
welfare chiefs and staff looked into the 
incident and in October determined that 
the staff had not acted in an unreason¬ 
able manner or with disproportionate 
force. 

But the Bennetts, from Waltham 
Abbey, say the board did not see the 
pictures of Thomas’ injuries and so 
were not in a position to deliver a 
judgement on the episode. 

The incident now features on an 
unofficial website which alleges 
numerous cases of ill treatment against 
pupils. 

“We have thought about taking him 
out of school but we really just want 
this situation resolved,” added Mrs 
Bennett (40). 

A spokesman for Essex County 
Council confirmed the case is currently 
being investigating by its Child 
Safeguarding Team. 

He added: “We are keeping all par¬ 
ties involved appraised of the situation 
but it would be inappropriate to com¬ 
ment further on the situation at this 
time.”

response. Until now it 
had always been 
assumed that chimps 
could not match 
humans in memory and 
other mental skills.

Good luck, 
judge tells 
drugs user 


A JUDGE has wished a Harlow 
shoplifter struggling with drug 
problems “the best of luck” after 
he vowed to clean up his act. 

Lee Nicholson (34), of Lower 
Meadow, had been committed for sen¬ 
tence at Chelmsford Crown Court after 
admitting he stole £10 worth of water 
filters from a Harlow store on October 
12 this year. 

At the hearing on Thursday, Richard 
Stevens, prosecuting, said Nicholson had 
told police he committed the offence 
because he owed someone money and was 
confident he could have sold the stolen items 
on with relative ease. 


The court heard Nicholson had been sen¬ 
tenced on 10 previous occasions for stealing 
from shops, but in mitigation Nicola May 
said that his record of offending was consis¬ 
tent with that of someone with a drug prob¬ 
lem. 

“He is desperate to wean himself off 
drugs,” said Miss May. “He wants to kick the 
drug habit and move away from the Harlow 
area.” 

Recorder Richard Sutton placed 
Nicholson under the supervision of a proba¬ 
tion officer for 12 months and made him the 
subject of a six-month Low Intensity Drug 
Rehabilitation Requirement. 

He told Nicholson: “You have shown a 
willingness to take this opportunity offered 
to you. I wish you the best of luck.” 


Mugging rate on the rise 


POLICE fear muggers are 
upping their work rate in 
Harlow before Christmas 
after a man was robbed at 
knifepoint in the latest inci¬ 
dent reported in the town in 
just a few days. 

Caution has been urged 
after four muggings were 
reported in the first week of 
December, about twice the 
average robbery rate for pre¬ 
vious months. 

Two of the attacks 
involved the victims being 
threatened with a knife and 
one saw a woman punched in 
the face. 

A 28-year-old man was 


walking on the cycle track 
from Longbanks towards 
Barley Croft at about 
10.30pm on Saturday when 
he was approached by two 
men who both pulled knives 
and threatened him. 

They stole his bag, which 
contained a mobile phone, 
passport and cash. 

Last Wednesday, a 34- 
year-old woman was threat¬ 
ened at knifepoint and 
punched in the face during a 
terrifying ordeal as she 
walked in Brockles Mead at 
about 5.50am. Her attacker 
made off with her red and 
black sports bag and cash.

Friend to everyone 
in times of trouble

T HE Rev Joyce Smith is a 
very busy woman. While 
in the past St Clare has 
enjoyed the services of three 
chaplains, all the work now 
falls on the shoulders of the 
55-year-old Anglican vicar. 

The understaffing may be a 
temporary situation caused by the 
posting out of the area of her 
former colleagues, but Joyce, 
pictured right , who fulfils her 
hospice duties in addition to her 
heavy parish workload in the 
Waltham Abbey estate of 
Ninefields, is unfazed. 

For seven years she has made regular 
trips in to the hospice, administering to 
the needs of day and in-patients as well 
as just lending an ear when required. 
Although many would find the work 
deeply distressing and some impossible 
to cope with, Joyce says she feels 
privileged to be in her position and 
finds the work extremely fulfilling. 



“I go in to the day hospice once a 
fortnight but I also regularly go around 
the inpatient unit and I will go in 
especially if I am called in to see 
a particular person,” she said. 

“We also hold services for 
patients if they want them 
and we hold three 
memorial services a year. 

“The description of the 
chaplain’s job is quite 
straightforward - to be 
there for people. We’re 
there as friends, we’re 
there for people to talk 
to, to have special 
conversations or 
routine conversations. 


“Sometimes the 
discussions we have 
can be very 
challenging but that’s 
all part of it. There 
aren’t answers to 
everything and I don’t 
pretend there are, but I do 
my best. 

“Those sorts of discussions 
really are the biggest privilege 
of the job.” 

While people's views on religion 
differ, Joyce is very conscious of the 
fact her role is to be there for everyone. 


“It’s not about forcing beliefs on 
anyone. I go around making a point of 
saying hello to everyone and if they 
want to talk to me then I’m there 
for them. After that you can 
build up relationships with 
people very quickly. 

“I am an Anglican and 
clearly that’s not the faith 
of every patient in the 
hospice, but that doesn’t 
mean I can’t be there as 
a friend to them. And, 
of course, if there are 
people of faith who 
want their own 
particular Imam, 
Rabbi or other 
minister of religion to 
come in then we try 
our best to arrange 
that.” 

Asked if she finds it 
troubling or stressful to 
befriend people perhaps 
just a few days before they 
pass away, Joyce insists her 
job is far from depressing. 
And while there is an overlap 
with much of her parish duties, 
she feels her experiences at the 
hospice adds a new dimension to her 
work and have made her better at her 
job overall. 


“You are with people when they are at 
their most vulnerable and people who 
you have come to know well do die. Of 
course there are incredibly sad times 
but depressing is not a word I would 
ever use to describe the hospice,” she 
said. 

“We have great fun together. We are all 
normal people and we share great 
times. 

“If someone dies then of course we are 
sad. We hold a service and we 
remember them, but go in to the day 
hospice on many days and you will find 
us all having a great laugh together.” 
Although members of the clergy can 
never be sure where they will be in the 
future - with the possibility of being 
posted away to a new parish always 
hanging over them - Joyce hopes to 
remain involved with the hospice for 
some time yet. 

“It’s an important role and I get a lot 
out of it,” she said. “I have met people 
at St Clare who I have learnt from and 
who I will never forget.”

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Retired engineer 
killed on holiday 
by car collision 

A RETIRED engineer from 
Sawbridgeworth was killed on 
holiday in Belgium when he was hit 
by a car which mounted the 
pavement, throwing him into the air 
“like a rag doll”. 

Allan King (70), of The Orchards, 
was staying in Bruges with his wife 
Georgina and four other couples 
when the horrific accident occured. 

A 61-year-old woman from the 
Continent is being held by Belgian 
police, who launched an investigation 
into the November 27 crash. 

Mr King died in hospital early the 
following morning. 

The woman is understood to have 
given a positive breath test and has 
since had her licence taken away by 
the authorities. 

Mrs King (62) said the accident 
happened at about 7pm as they 
walked with their friends to a 
restaurant along narrow cobbled 
streets. 

“I saw a car come round the corner 
on the wrong side of the road with no 
lights on, going fast,” she said. “Allan 
took the full impact. It was awful. He 
went up in the air like a rag doll.” 

Mr King was a leading figure with 
the Friends of Great St Mary's 
Church and a member of 
Sawbridgeworth Cricket Club and 
Bishop's Stortford Golf Club. 

Paying tribute to Mr King, former 
Sawbridgeworth mayor and 
churchwarden Angela Alder said: 

“He was a lovely man and will be 
much missed by the community.” 

Mr King’s funeral was held at Great 
St Mary’s Church, in 
Sawbridgeworth, on Tuesday. 


Stress of son's death 
blamed for collapse 


THE father of the man 
found dead in Michael 
Barrymore’s pool is 
seriously ill in hospital 
this week and close 
friends fear the stress of 
his loss is to blame. 

Terry Lubbock (63) was 
discovered collapsed and 
unconscious at home in 
Great Brays, Harlow, by his 
son Kevin late on Saturday 
night. 

He was rushed to the town’s 
Princess Alexandra Hospital by 
ambulance, where he is due to 
have a brain scan. 

Family friends are worried he 
may have a brain bleed - a con¬ 
dition which has hospitalised 
him before - caused by the 
extreme emotional strain 
brought about by his quest to 
find the truth behind the death 
of his son Stuart. 

Speaking to the Star , Harry 
Clichy, the Lubbock family 
spokesman, said: “I have been 
particularly concerned about 
the amount of work Terry has 
been doing. His whole life 
revolves around finding who 
killed Stuart.” 

Last week, Mr Lubbock was

SHOPPERS are being warned to 
keep their valuables safe 
following a spate of thefts in 
Harlow. 

Last week, several young mothers 
reported having purses stolen 
from their bags and prams as 
they shopped in the town. 

Now police are issuing an alert to 
coincide with the run-up to 
Christmas. 

Harlow crime reduction officer 
Graham Anthony said: “Elderly 
people are the main targets, 
although mums have had their 
purses taken from shopping 
trolleys or prams, probably while 
distracted by the children. 

“The advice is to keep your purse 
safe at all times and don’t carry a 
lot of cash in it. 

“Also, keep your bag closed and 
fastened, especially if your purse, 
plastic cards and cheque book are 
in it. 

“Keys should also be kept 
separate from anything with your 
name and address on it, so the 
thieves can’t also burgle your 
home while you are wondering 
what to do about your missing 
bag or purse. And, if you think 
that someone is acting 
suspiciously, tell a member of 
staff, police, or a security guard.

WE’VE had disgruntled ogres, surfing 
penguins, talking cars and even epicurean 
rats bidding for box office success so far this 
year, so a CG courtroom comedy about a 
bee suing humankind for eating honey 
buzzing onto the big screen in time for the 
Christmas crowds somehow seems almost 
inevitable. 

What may surprise the adults among us, 
however, is the identity of the man behind this 
DreamWorks production. 

While legendary stand-up comedian Jerry Seinfeld 
has never quite made the same impact on the UK as 
he did on US audiences, most of us will be familiar 
with his often-brilliant sitcom Seinfeld. 

But how have his considerable talents transferred to 
the world of animated family fun? Suffice to say, Bee 
Movie comes a close second to Disney/Pixar’s 
magnificent Ratatouille for this year’s most satisfying 
CG romp. 

Reining in the scriptwriter’s biting satire for a 
younger audience, the film quickly and successfully 
establishes a logical bee society - complete with 
warring classes, job woes and generation gaps - 
before unloading all the inevitable yet hilarious pop 
culture references. 

Our hero is Barry B. Benson (voiced by Seinfeld) a 
disenfranchised graduate set to become another 
anonymous suit in the Honex honey firm - which 
hasn’t given a bee a day off in 27 million years. 

After taking a ‘gap year’ (merely a day in the short 
lifecycle of a bee) to hitchhike around the hive after 
completing college, he’s unsure about what sort of 
job to apply for. 

Despite his nerdy friend Adam (Matthew Broderick) 
suggesting something safe, rebellious Barry signs up 
with the Pollen Jocks, the dashing heroes who brave 
air raids into the outside world to bring back nectar 
to the hive. 

When Barry befriends a West Side florist (Renee 
Zellwegger) on one of these missions, he’s 
shocked to find out that humans not only eat 
honey but that faceless mega¬ 
corporations like Honron are stealing 
it and selling it on for huge profits. 

As a childish riff on the evils of 
capitalism, it doesn't get much 
better than this. 


And when Barry decides to take

Perfecting the imperfect future 



BLADE RUNNER: THE FINAL CUT - 
TWO-DISC SPECIAL EDITION 

(Warner Home Video, 15, retail) 

Few films have experienced such a troubled birth as 
Ridley Scott’s 1982 sci-fi noir Blade Runner. 

Its problems in production ranged from significant 
budgetary and schedule over-runs to a disgruntled US 
crew working with a director whose obsessive 
attention to detail and many demands made him 
unpopular. 

And then there was the studio execs’ interference 
once shooting was done, running scared from a film 
they and the test audiences apparently didn’t 
understand or just plain didn’t like. In their panic, and 
with Scott’s agreement in a bid to help his baby find 
an audience, they added an occasionally moronic 
Philip Marlowe-esque voice-over to guide viewers by 
the hand through the rain-lashed, nightmarish 
dystopia and, most unforgivably, pilfered a few out- 
takes from the opening of Stanley Kubrick’s The 
Shining to slap on an insincere fraud of a happy 
ending. 

That the film was ultimately not utterly ruined by this 
but still managed to build a reputation on home video 
as a stylistic landmark of its genre is a testament to its 
wealth of ideas, the often career-best performances, 
incredible special effects, breath-taking 
cinematography and Vangelis’ haunting, lyrical score. 
The fact is that nothing could have helped the film to 
strike the home run in cinemas it so richly deserved 
at a time when audiences were busy lapping up the 
reassuring sugary escapism of E. T. The Extra 
Terrestrial and looking for their next fix - they wanted 
pastel promises that everything was going to work 
out alright, not grim entropic predictions of a 
poisoned future trickling down a moral drain. 

Los Angeles in 2019 is a smoking, drenched hellhole 
and, like the rest of the Earth, it’s somewhere already 
left behind for a new life in the stars by those can 
afford to go. Technology has gifted mankind a new 
slave caste of androids - ‘replicants’ - to do our dirty 
work for us, but they’ve been banned from the home 
world on pain of immediate ‘retirement’ ever since a 
bloody rebellion. 

When a group of replicants makes a run for it and 
goes AWOL on Earth, it’s time for the authorities to 
dust off their best blade runner/assassin Deckard 
(Harrison Ford, never better) to hunt them down and 
turn them off. 

But as he shoots his way up the line to the last two, 
Roy and Pris (Rutger Hauer, on magnificent form, and 
Daryl Hannah), he discovers some strange truths 
about the value and relatively of life ... and about 
himself. 

Scott has already been back to Blade Runner in 1992 
for a Director’s Cut, excising the voice-over (in some 
respects, a bit of a shame - I’m afraid I’m one of the 
Philistines who rather liked it, up to a point) and that 
horrible ending. 

Perhaps more significantly, he gave Deckard a brief 
dream sequence featuring a unicorn (taken from 
Scott’s 1985 fantasy Legend), a moment which 
resonates strongly with a closing scene in which 
ambivalent cop Gaff (Edward James Olmos) leaves a 
small origami unicorn for Deckard to find. It begs the 
question as to how he can possibly know Deckard’s 
dreams - unless he’s seen the blade runner’s files and 
knows just how he was programmed. 


However, Scott again felt rushed by the release 
schedule for the Director’s Cut, and so we come to 
this Final Cut. 

The good news is that he hasn’t done a Lucas and 
polluted his best work with an overdose of 
unnecessary CG, as in the over-tinkered-with Star 
Wars original trilogy. In fact, it’s mostly very subtle 
tweaks here and there; the biggest of which are the 
digital addition of actress Joanna Cassidy’s head over 
her obvious stunt double’s for android Zhora’s death 
scene and the alteration of the final moment of Roy’s 
death so the dove he releases now flies into an 
appropriately black sky. 

I doubt the film’s ever looked this good, thanks to a 
beautiful remastering of both sound and picture, and 
completists will have a field day with the second 
disc’s utterly exhaustive documentary Dangerous 
Days: Making Blade Runner, covering everything 
from Philip K Dick’s original novel through from the 
early stages of conception and casting to special 
effects, shooting, editing, the problematic release and 
its legacy. 

For the true obsessive, Warner is also releasing the 
five-disc Ultimate Collector’s Edition, presenting 
everything from the two-disc release plus four 
additional versions of the film, an archive of deleted 
footage and rarely or never seen featurettes, galleries, 
trailers and a lot more, all neatly presented in a cute 
tin box.

HEROES - SEASON 1 

(Universal Pictures, 15, retail) 

Comic book junkies may grumble possessively that 


there’s nothing new in this series that hasn’t already 
been done a thousand times before in their four- 
colour world, but they’re missing the point. 

Creator Tim Kring has found a way to package 
superheroes for general consumption in a way that 
doesn’t rely on a rash of convenient and improbable 
toxic waste accidents nor does it provoke giggling at 
people with funny names bounding around tall 
building in exotically coloured tights. 

In the world of Heroes, the genetic mutants who 
manifest strange and disturbing new talents find their 
abilities as much a curse as a gift, and having one 
doesn’t necessarily make you an invincible crime 
fighter. Cheerleader Claire can heal from just about 
any bodily harm but just wants to be a regular 
teenager; Nathan Petrelli might be able to fly, but 
shudders to think how his talent will play with the 
voters he’s seeking to woo; amiable cop Matt can 
hear thoughts but it’s not helping patch up his failing 
marriage and stalled career; and single mum internet 
stripper Niki finds life hard enough without her 
psychotic alter-ego Jessica coming out to play. 

At least there’s Hiro, a loveable Japanese salaryman 
who embraces his ability to travel in time and space, 
and even freeze it, with the passion of one who’s 
always dreamed of being a genuine superhero and 
who, accompanied by loyal friend Ando, sets out to 
prevent New York City from being devastated in a 
nuclear inferno by the ‘evil’ hero Sylar. 

There’s more than a whiff of Alan Moore’s 
groundbreaking Watchmen in this material and the 
way it’s handled, plus a strong resonance with the 
landmark Wild Cards superhero mosaic novels, but 
however you come at it, Heroes is compulsive, 
gripping and hugely enjoyable television.

A BRACE from Dean Williams helped Kevin 
Warren get his new reign as Harlow Town 
reserves boss off to a magnificent start. 

The Hawks are fourth in the 10-team 
Capital League Eastern division after a com¬ 
prehensive 5-1 defeat of Chelmsford City. 

Harlow went in front barely 60 seconds 
into Warren’s tenure at Witham Town’s Spa 
Road ground last Wednesday. 

Danny Green found Jordan Withey and the 
winger squeezed the ball between keeper 
Jack Parr and a post. 

Williams scored the second, stretching to 
divert the ball in after a cross from the left by 
Lewis Baker five minutes before half-time. 

Williams then doubled his tally on 44 min¬ 
utes, latching onto Shaun Gliddon’s long ball 
and finding the centre of Parr’s net. 

After the break, Green embarked on a blis¬ 
tering run down the right wing before squar¬ 
ing to Danny Hill, whose shot found the far 
corner of the net. 

Chelmsford pulled one back 15 minutes 
from time when Charlie Parker netted from 
Ashley Cole’s cross. 

Green was rewarded for his lively perform¬ 
ance when he restored the Hawks’ four-goal 
cushion by firing in from an acute angle on 
the right on 83 minutes.

Harron telling me to behave myself!” 

Harlow player-coach and scrum-half 
Harron was part of the successful Rams 
team with Boynton in the late 90s. 

The Varsity game was also the last for 
Oxford skipper and 1999 Australian 
World Cup winning player Joe Roff. 

But for Boynton, it could be the sec¬ 
ond of three Varsity match wins, an 
achievement to savour. 

Boynton added: “Not too many guys 
have done that. It would be a great 
achievement.”

Harlow Town substitute Michael 
Gliddon thought he had made it 2-1 
when he scrambled the ball over the line 
jn the 89th minute after Margate 
keeper Scott Charmers-

Saturday.

down to put it in. It just got bundled in. There 
was no foul,” Kirby said. 

It would have been teenager Gliddon’s 
first league goal for the Hawks first team and 
ended Harlow’s miserable run of results at 
Barrows Farm. Kirby’s side have won only 
one home league game this term and this was 
against Ramsgate back on September 1. 

“It’s so annoying. We have been denied 
that winner. I thought we absolutely domi¬ 
nated that second half. We caused them prob¬ 
lems. We deserved to win. We created a lot of 
chances,” the player-boss said. 

Even Margate player-boss Robin Trott - 
Kirby’s defensive partner in the successful 
Stevenage Borough side of the late 90s - 
admitted afterwards that he hadn’t a clue 
why the referee had disallowed the late goal! 

It was a real surprise that the referee 
allowed the match to go ahead in the first 
place as the surface was water-logged. The 
fact that it did owed much to the great work 
of groundsman Paul James and volunteers. 

Kirby had been forced to make five 
changes to the side that drew at Maidstone 
last week due to the loss of three suspended 
players, plus worrying news about defender 
Danny Chapman who spent Friday night in 
hospital after suffering from an illness that 
left him violently sick and suffering severe 
migraines. 

The 26-year-old centre-half was told by 
his doctor to take a week off and will miss 
Saturday’s league trip to Heybridge Swifts. 
He will see a specialist next week to find out 
exactly the cause of the mysterious illness. 
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
